Washington, Jan. 10. 

In his first foreign policy request to the new 
Congress, President Truman today asked the 
Senate to ratify the peace treaty with Japan and 
to approve the entry of Greece and Turkey into 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organisation (NATO). 4 

He also submitted for Senate ratification three ether 
tresties which would formally bind this country closer 
to its allies in the Pacific. 


» One is the U.S.-Japan security 
‘treaty, which provides in) part 
for continued maintenance of 
US. troops in Japan after her 
peace treaty becomes effective. 

The other two are mutual de- 
fence pacts, one between the 
US. and the Phikppines; the 
other between the US, Austra- 
iin and New Zealand. 

Not much major opposition 
has been voiced in the Senat: 
to any cf these documents, al- 
though considerable debate is 
expected on the trealy peace 
with Japan. 

It was signed ‘at San Franctsco 
last September by most of the 
Pacific belligerents of World 
War II except Russia. 

A majority of these 
must ratify the treaty 
it becomes effective. 

JAPAN'S PLEDGE 

Ratificatlons by the U.S. and 
vy Japan, already voted by the 
Diet, are required. 

Along with the two Japanese 
treaties, President Truman sent 
the Senate documents which 
among other things pledge thet 
Japan will “permit and facilitate 
the support in and about Japan 
of the forces of a member or 
members of the United Nations 
engaged in the UN action in 
the Far Best.”

Harriman Predicts 
A European 
Continental Army 


Washington, Jan. 10. 
The Mutual Security Administrator, Mr W. 
Averell Harriman, predicted in a radio interview 
tonight: “There is so much agreement now that 


we are going to get a European Continental Army.” 

“Real progress is being made in connection with 
the Continental Army, which is so important to 
strengthening of defences, and in bringing Germany 
in on a basis which is acceptable to Germany and to 
the Allies,” said Mr Harriman. 


He conceded that the British 
did not want to join a continental 
Army in the “same manner that 
these othe: countries do—nor do 
we 

“That does not mean the 
British Gove:nment |s failing to 
give its support and encourage- 
ment " 

Asked if there were any other 
way, aside from this common 
army, of getting West German 
military participation, Dr Harri- 
man replied: “There does not 
appear to be so at the present 
time.” 

He added that the U.S. was 
“not ready" to face any elterna- 
live proposais for bringing Ger-: 
many into the military defence 
of Western Europe because “we 
are going to get a Continental 
Army out Of these discussions.” 
He said the United States must 
be careful not to ask the Euro- 
peans to do more than they 
could, pointing out: “Their 
economies are not able to stand 
as much strain as ours.” 

ON THE DECLINE 

He satd neutrafists and their 
| influence were on the decline in. 
‘Europe. “There ts considerably 

more confidence as a result of 

the impetus given by NATO and 
, General Eisenhower,” 

Mr Harriman also said that, 
!with the exception of France 
and Italy, Communist influence 
, had faded to an insignificant 
position in Europe. 

“France and Italy still have a 
very large percentage of popula- 
tlon that will vote Communist. 
That does not mean they are 
Communist, but it is a protest 
vote.” 

The Administrator also said 
there bad not been “equitable 
division” of the national income 
, 10 working men or the salaried 
class in these countries and 
they had voted Communist in 
} Protest.—United Press.
